Trucks banned from 
Bannister Road

Selectmen last week voted to amend 
the traffic rules and regulations to ban 
trucks from traveling on Bannister 
Road. Bannister Road runs from Das- 
comb Road to Andover Street. 
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Richard Bowen, former town 
manger and a resident of Bannister 
Road, told the board last month that 
one truck in particular, a large tank 
truck, was damaging the road with its 
heavy loads. He also said Bannister 
Road was not wide enough to accom- 
modate large trucks. He suggested that 
if trucks trying to get from 1-93 to Bal- 
lardvale are trying to avoid going all 


the way out Dascomb Road to Andover. 


Street, they should be allowed to go 
down Clark Road instead of Bannister. 
Clark Road also runs from Dascomb 
Road to Andover Street, and is wider 
and shorter. But trucks are currently 
banned from traveling on Clark Road. 

Police Lt. Phil Froburg told select- 
men Monday night that a safety study 
had been performed by Patrolman 
Robert Cronin, the department’s safety 
officer, who said the road is only 17 
feet wide and recommended that vehi- 
cle weight be limited to 5,000 pounds. 

“Clearly, Bannister Road is not 
wide enough for truck traffic,” Lt. 
Froburg said. 

Officer Cronin also recommended 
the restriction on trucks be lifted from 
Clark Road, according to Lt. Froburg. 
Such a move would surely result in 
complaints from Clark Road residents, 
many of whom call police when trucks, 
inadvertently or not, use Clark Road 
now. 

Selectmen did not discuss lifting the 
restriction from Clark Road, but unan- 
imously approved the ban for Bannis- 
ter Road.

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Andover man attends White House Goals 2000 ceremony

Andover resident David Crandall boarded 
a Washington, D.C.-bound plane last week, 
hoping to witness the signing into law of a 
national education reform bill. Though the 
signing had taken place a month and a half 
before, Mr. Crandall arrived on time. 

Because of tight legislative restrictions, 
President Bill Clinton signed the Goals 2000: 
Educate America Act into law on March 31 
without extensive fanfare. To rectify the mat- 
ter, and to build momentum for what Mr. 
Crandall calls ‘‘a very long and arduous jour- 
ney to pursue these goals,” 800 guests gath- 
ered on the White House lawn last week for a 
ceremonial signing session. 

Mr. Crandall, executive director of The 
Regional Laboratory for Educational 
Improvement of the Northeast and Islands, 
located in Brickstone Square in Andover, 
was one of the guests. 

“This was the first time that they could 
actually have what they termed as a celebra- 
tion of the passage of the bill,” he said. “The 
thing got pushed very much to the end of the 
time period, and this was the first time they 
could bring people together and generate 
some enthusiasm.” 

According to Mr. Crandall, Congress allo- 
cated $105 million for Goals 2000, providing it 
was signed by April 1. In an attempt to attach 
a prayer-in-schools amendment to the bill, 
Senator Jesse Helms (R-North Carolina) tried 
his hand at a filibuster, nearly blocking pas- 
sage of the bill. However, in a close vote late 
in the session cloture was reached and the 
bill was brought up to vote. 

“Air Force Two was sent around to pick 
up senators,” said Mr. Crandall. 

After approval and a quick conference, 
Congress sent the bill to the president for an 


dall, the schedule for the ceremonial send-off 
was a little more relaxed, including plenty of 
time for music and speeches. 

“They’re very passionate about it. Mrs. 
Clinton was very effective. Vice President 
Gore was very loose and in a good place for 
him,” said Mr. Crandall, “It’s not every day 
you get to shake the president’s hand.” 

The push for Goals 2000 began under the 
previous administration and was carried 
through to fruition by President Clinton. The 
initiative is, in part, a grant program 
designed to encourage standards of perfor- 
mance, involvement, training and opportuni- 
ty before the next millennium. 

“Tt is, in a lot of ways, a newer start than 
we’ve had in this country,” in a long time, 
said Mr. Crandall, “and we're just one little 
part of the whole thing. 

“Our role is that we will be working with 
state departments in the regions and commu- 
nities, in practical ways,” he said. “People 
don’t know we have goals, that we have a 
commitment on the federal level. 

The Regional Lab, which Mr. Crandall 
directs, serves schools in New England, New 
York, Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands. 
Mr. Crandall prepared a summary of Goals 
2000 for members of Congress and The 
Regional Lab provides schools in the area 
with educational information. In Andover, it 
has been involved with the AIRS reading pro- 
gram and piloted a middle school writing 
program that utilized computers. 

“We're kind of a bit player in this (Goals 
2000) drama,” said Mr, Crandall. But “we're a 
resource that’s here for the teachers, the 
administration and the school. I think it’s 
fair to say we're under-utilized by them.” 

Though Mr. Crandall compared the 
import of Goals 2000 to some elements of Lyn- 
don Johnson’s Great Society, he said the law

The second override on the May 17 
special election ballot — $2 million for 
technology updates for some of the 
town’s schools — passed by eight votes.

The Board of Registrars will deter- 
mine the date of the recount, and repre- 
sentatives from each side must be giv- 
en three days notice. A member of the 
Andover police and Thomas Urbelis, 
town council, will be present at the 
recount. 


“IT would say we would probably try 
to do it as soon as possible,” said Ms.

Five youths were in that car. 

The second car, a 1990 Pontiac 6000, 
driven by a 16-year-old boy and carry- 
ing three passengers, hit the guardrail 
on the left side of the road, flattening 
two tires and doing heavy damage to 
the left side of the car.

this medicine — new classrooms, 
gymnasiums and libraries, reno- 
vated utility systems, walls and 
playing fields — that school offi- 
cials diagnosed for the town’s 
aging schools. 

In addition, students will be 
moved in and out of permanent 
and temporary classrooms, as 
renovation projects progress. 

“For any real noisy activity or 
for those activities which will be 
very disturbing, trucks or what- 
ever, those will have to be coor- 
dinated for off hours,” said Jim 
Marsh, chairman of the School 
Building Committee. But “there 
will be disruption. It happens 
when you have this large of a 
project.” 

Demolition of established 
walkways and of the stairs inside 
the High School entrance will be 
among the noisiest of the pro- 
jects, but Mr. Marsh said this 
type of work will not be planned 
while classes are in session. 

The bulk of heavy, disruptive 
construction work will be sched- 
uled for the summer and other 
off-times. However, because the 
new additions will be fairly iso- 
lated from existing classrooms, 
the building committee expects 
to limit disruptions. 

“We will try to maximize the 
use of holidays and vacations. 
It’s a concentrated effort,” said 
Mr. Marsh. “There aren’t a lot of 
real distraction times relative to 
noise. It’s not going to be a pile- 
driving job. There will be some 
concrete (mixing) trucks. 

“The ones you really have to 
be concerned about could hap- 
pen in the afternoon from 2-5 
p.m.,” during the school year, he 
said. ‘“We’re not going to set up 
lights and work a second shift.” 

Other disruptive projects will 
take place before school, from 6-8 


 SalhoOeh the building com- 
mittee members and architects 
are currently focused on meeting 
the state’s June 1 submission 
deadline, they have begun work 
on noise abatement and dust and 
vibration control programs to 
keep school-time disruptions at a 
minimum. After June 1, commit- 
tee members and architects will 
turn their full attention to devis- 
ing this definitive construction 
schedule. 

According to Mr. Marsh, the 
construction schedule should be 
completed by July 1, when the 
contracts will go out to bid. 

School officials must submit 
their plans to the state by June 1 
to assure the projects receive 60 
percent state reimbursement for 
the principal cost and interest of 
the $38.5 million project. 

Andover received official 
word from Department of Educa- 
tion representative Jim Ander- 
son this week, regarding reim- 
bursement for Andover High, the 
last of the three schools. 

“One hundred percent of the 
High School as designed will be 
eligible for the 60 percent reim- 
bursement,” Mr. Marsh said 
Monday. “We got the nod today. 
We're tickled. We’re ecstatic.” 
High School 

Although none of the con- 
struction schedules are official, 
the School Building Committee 
has given some plans prelimi- 
nary consideration. 

The entire High School project 
will take two years. The con- 
struction of the new science 
wing, lobby and gymnasium is 
expected to take a full year to 
complete. 

“Those three projects will be 
started this fall and be complete 
the following fall when the kids 
go back to school,” said Mr. 
Marsh.

while the existing classrooms are renovated. 
The plan is to go classroom section by class- 
room section throughout the building. It is 
expected to take approximately two months 
to complete each section, probably meaning 
each grade will spend a few months in the 
temporary classrooms.

Along these lines, the new roof at South

estate of Cornelius A. Wood in memory 
of his father, William Madison Wood, 
creator of Shawsheen Village and 
founder of the American Woolen Com- 
pany.

The original fence, built at least 60 
years ago, according to town records, 
‘includes granite-block columns and 
‘carved wooden rails with somewhat 
ornate spindles between the rails. The 
original fence also had electric car- 
riage lamps on top of the columns, 
according to Jim Bamford, director of 
parks for the town. The fence has fallen 
into disrepair, mostly because trees 
have grown around it, the roots of 
which have grown through, lifted and 
broken the fence’s foundation. 

Restoring the fence to its original 
condition could be done in two ways. 
The first would involve cutting down 
15 to 18 trees, digging out the old fence 
and foundation, laying a new founda- 
tion and rebuilding the fence. The sec- 
ond would involve removing the origi- 
nal fence and rebuilding it about 6 feet 
closer to the street, Each option would 
cost about the same, according to Mr. 
Bamford. 

The second alternative would be eas- 
ier and only one tree would need to 
come down. It , 
would involve - 
digging a 4- 
foot-deep 
trench, pour- ; 


fence, or removing the fence altogether 
and leaving the park open. 

“Tf it were up to me, I would remove 
the fence totally and not put it back. I 
would not have a fence around that 
park,” Mr, Bamford said.

two seniors.

Committee and School Councils put in frustrating night,

The School Committee and three of 
this year’s newly-formed School Coun- 
cils struggled with their state-mandat- 
ed school improvement plans Tuesday 
night. But the fear as the meeting crept 
toward early Wednesday morning was 
that the only outcome of the evening 
would be something no one had 
planned on — discouragement. 

Discussion of the first item on the 
lengthy agenda, the School Improve- 
ment Plan (SIP) from South School, 
chewed up more than two hours alone. 
When it was over, the committee essen- 
tially told the South council to revise 
its lengthy document and come back 
later for approval of the revisions. 

“T think we’ve probably discouraged 
anyone from ever coming again,” said 
Dick Muller, wea i chairman, try- 


ing to lighten-the:

weary it’s-after-10 p.m. chuckles in 
return, for some, the statement hit 
close to the truth. 

“T don’t want our reaction to have a 
negative impact and I’m sure it felt that 
way,” Mary Lyman, committee mem- 
ber, said Wednesday. “The fact that it 
went over two hours, that alone was 
difficult to endure.” 

“T was quite concerned about the 
tenor of the majority of the School 
Committee when it comes to respond- 
ing to our constituents,” said Bill Hus- 
ton, committee member. “I really hope 
no one on the School Councils will be 
discouraged or their spirits damp- 
ened.” 

Ostensibly, the problem for School 
Committee members is determining 
the breadth of the SIPs and of the 
School Councils’ jurisdiction.

“T’m concerned that we keep things 
at the right plane or at the right level,” 
said Susan Dalton. “I don’t think it 
should matter what school house you 
go to in this town, what type of educa- 
tion you get.” 

“T appreciate the struggle that this 
puts on the School Committee,” said 
Lynn Schade, South council member. 
But “it leaves me thinking what, in 
fact, did (we) do all this work for.” 

One of the goals of the 1993 Educa- 
tion Reform Act was to allow the com- 
munity to take a greater role in the 
workings of the schools. As a result the 
role of the School Committee is chang- 
ing. 

“T really feel the School Councils are 


“empowered to educate the Schoo! Com-- - 


mittee on how they want their school 
to be run,” said Mr. Huston. “We need 
to evolve and mature and realize that 
we have to be responsive to the stu- 
dents, the parents and the town.” 

Tom Meyers, president of the 
Andover Education Association, sug- 
gested to a reporter that unless council 
members genuinely feel empowered 
then the School Committee will begin 
to foster disinterest. 

But the problem is the Andover 
School Committee is treading on new 
ground and is not yet sure of its fpot- 
ing.

Reaching for 
school goals 


Andover resident David Crandall, 
executive director of The Regional 
Laboratory for Educational Improve- 
ment, an educational think tank, 
which is located at Brickstone 
Square, is working on Goals 2000, the 
U.S. Department of Education’s 
school reform effort. 

According to Goals 2000 printed 
material, the reform effort is based 
on an understanding of why the 
country’s educational system “isn’t 
working as well as it should.” 

he printed material lists the fol- 
lowing problems to explain why our 
educational system isn’t working: 

« Standards are too low. (We 
agree.) 

* Teachers sometimes don’t have 
the right training. (We agree.) 

¢ Too many students don’t have 
access to materials or computers 
they need. (We agree. Andover is, in 
the process of righting that prob- 
lem.) 

*» Parents aren’t as involved in 
their children’s education as they 
should be. (Not true in many cases 
here, but true in some cases.) 

Communities don’t provide 
enough support. (For the most part, 
this is not true in Andover, where 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
many businesses, parent organiza- 
tions and other volunteers work dili- 
gently with the schools.) 

* Schools frequently aren’t held 
accountable for results. (We agree.) 

In the story on pages 5 and 6 about 
Mrs Crandall’s involvement with 
Goals 2000, he says it will. have less 
impact on this state than many 
because Massachusetts is already 
working with its 1993 Education 
Reform Act. 

But as Mr. Crandall says, Goals 
2000 “speaks to our aspirations.” By 
approving a $40.5 million override of 
Proposition 2% to fund education 
improvements, Andover residents 
have said educating its young is a 


- top_priority. Let’s not sit back and 


rest now that we have allocated the 
money. 

Let’s continue to examine and re- 
examine our schools. Let’s figure 
how to get all our parents involved, 
how to make our schools account- 
able and how to make sure our teach- 
ers-receive continuous training.

Righting recycling | 
problems

Last Saturday, Andover citizens 
were eager to recycle their plastic and 
aluminum, This led to some difficul- 
ties. By eleven o’clock, the compactor 
truck provided by our current contrac- 
tor, Vining Company, was filled to 
capacity with plastics. Their employee, 
Gus, called for a second truck, and was 
helpful and calm. 

Our citizens were, for the most part, 
good about standing in line, and I 
thank them. Patience was rewarded by 
11:30 with the arrival of the second 
truck. The line moved quickly then. 

For those who were wondering 
about the truck, our plastics are taken 
to the Prins Recycling Center in 
Charlestown. This is a Material Recy- 
cling Facility. Placed along a conveyor 
belt, our plastics and aluminum go 
through an air separator/classifier and 
then are further sorted by hand. 

A couple of reminders: 

1. Only #1 and #2 plastics are accept- 
ed. Also unredeemable aluminum cans, 
trays and foil. Please wash and squash 
milk containers. 

2. Metal cans (steel and tin) are now 
being picked up curbside along with 
papers and glass. Again please wash 
and squash. 

On behalf of the Andover Recycling 
Committee, I would like to thank all 
the volunteers who help out on the Sat- 
urday plastics collection days. They 
have stood there in freezing cold, pour- 
ing rain and sizzling heat.

In the spring of 1863, during the pain 
of America’s Civil War, the women of 
Columbus, Miss., took time to lay flow- 
ers on the graves of their Confederate 
war dead. As they finished carefully 
attending these graves, they noticed 
the graves of Union dead, fallen on the 
same field of battle. 

Though the names of these déar 
ladies have been lost to the ravages of 
time, their contribution to America’s 
history has become permanent. The 
healing from that terrible war began at 
the moment they laid the first handful 
of flowers on the graves of the Union 
soldiers. 


Their small gesture soon spread. A 
Union veterans organization, the 
Grand Army of the Republic, issued 
General Order No. 11, designating a 
special day of remembrance to honor 
the fallen from the Civil War. The fol- 
lowing is an excerpt from that order. 

“The 30th day of May, 1868, is desig- 
nated for the purpose of strewing with 
flowers or otherwise decorating the 
graves of comrades who died in 
defense of their country during the late 
rebellion, and whose bodies now lie in

It is on 
this day we recognize the sacrifice of 
more than 1,163,000 dead from all of 
America’s wars. In 1973, Memorial Day 
was Officially established as the last 
Monday in May. 

As we move toward another Memo- 
rial Day ina nation at peace, we must 
look past the white crosses in rows, the 
beautiful flowers and the mournful 
bugler blowing taps at our local ceme- 
tery. 


We must pause to remind ourselves 
and our children of those who made 
the ultimate sacrifice. It was their sac- 
rifice that enables us to live as we do. 
We must remember the child without a 
father, the wife without a husband or 
perhaps the family without a mother, 
brother or sister. 


Freedom has a dear price. On this 
30th of May, 1994, we must turn our 
thoughts, however momentarily, to 
those who paid that price. We owe 
them a debt that can be repaid in only 
one way. 

We must rededicate ourselves to the 
best and highest use of the freedoms 
they have purchased with their lives.

When his landing craft reached 
the beach, the front dropped down 
for the men to disembark. 

“This thing opened and you 
could hear it and you could actual- 
ly see the little pinks of the bullets 
hit the water.” 

Ken Bach, of 8 Summer St., 
laughs now, but he remembers 
thinking, “Oh, God. They mean 
this. They were really shooting.” 

That was 50 years ago this Mon- 
day — June 6, 1944. Mr. Bach was 
one of roughly 157,000 Allied 
troops who took part in the largest 
airborne and amphibious inva- 
sion in history, beginning the 


assault on Nazi-occupied France 
and marking the beginning of the 
end of World War II in Europe. 
Approximately 2,500 Allied troops 
died on the first day of the inva- 
sion, including 1,465 Americans. 
The ‘Dulk of the American 
forces landed on Utah and Omaha 
beaches in Normandy, France. 
Other assaults were made on 
Gold, Sword and Juno beaches. 
Most casualties were suffered on 
Omaha Beach, where nearly 2,000 
troops died. But Allied forces 
established a foothold on the conti- 
nent and proceeded to drive Ger- 
man forces back, resulting in a
